STATE  OF  MONTANA 


By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  legal  descriptions  for  Big  Game  Hunting  Dis¬ 
tricts,  listed  herein  shall  govern  the  1990  and  1991  deer,  elk,  bear,  antelope,  moose,  bighorn  sheep,  moun¬ 
tain  goat,  and  mountain  lion  hunting  seasons.  These  legal  descriptions  are  valid  March  1, 1990  through 
February  28, 1992  and  were  adopted  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  on  September  1989. 


Bear,  Deer,  Elk,  Lion 


100  -  North  Kootenai:  That  portion  of  Lincoln  County  lying  within  the  following-described 
boundary:  Beginning  where  the  Kootenai  River  meets  the  Idaho  State  Line,  then  northerly 
along  said  state  line  to  the  Canadian  Border,  then  easterly  along  said  border  to  the  east  shore 
of  Lake  Koocanusa  (Kootenai  River),  then  southerly  along  said  shore  to  Libby  Dam  and  the 
east  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River,  then  southerly  and  westerly  along  that  shore  of  the  Kootenai 
River  to  the  Idaho  State  Line,  the  point  of  beginning. 

101  •  Eureka:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying  within  the  following- 
described  boundary:  Beginning  near  Koocanusa  Marina  where  Cripple  Horse  Creek  Road  835 
meets  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Koocanusa,  then  northerly  along  said  shoreline  to  the  U.S ./ 
Canadian  Border,  then  easterly  along  that  Border  to  the  Lincoln  County/Flathead  County  line, 
then  southerly  along  said  line  to  the  Russky  Creek  Road,  then  westerly  along  said  road  to  the 
Stillwater  River  Road  900,  then  southerly  along  said  road  to  U.S.  Highway  93  at  Stryker,  then 
southerly  along  said  Highway  to  the  Flathead  National  Forest  Boundary  at  the  Spring  Creek 
Campground,  then  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  Forest  Service  Road  3500  near  Bowen 
Lake,  then  westerly  along  said  road  to  the  Wolf  Creek  Road  36  near  Twin  Meadows,  then 
southerly  along  said  road  to  Forest  Service  Road  4427,  then  southwesterly  along  said  road  to 
the  Cripple  Horse  Creek  Road  835,  then  westerly  along  said  road  to  the  east  shore  of  Lake 
Koocanusa  near  Koocanusa  Marina,  the  point  of  beginning. 

102  -  Tally  Lake:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying  within  the  following- 
described  boundary:  Beginning  on  the  Flathead  National  Forest  Boundary  at  the  Spring 
Creek  Campground  on  U.  S.  Highway  93,  then  in  a  southerly  and  westerly  direction  along  said 
boundary  to  the  divide  between  Sunday  and  Martin  Creeks,  then  In  a  southerly  direction  along 
said  divide  to  Elk  Mountain,  Tepee  Mountain,  Sanders  Mountain,  Grubb  Mountain,  Pleasant 
Valley  Mountain  and  Herrig  Creek  Road,  then  southerly  along  said  road  to  the  Little  Bitterroot 
Lake  Road,  then  southerly  along  said  road  to  U.  S.  Highway  2,  then  easterly  along  said  road  to 
its  junction  with  U.  S.  Highway  93,  then  north  along  U.  S.  Highway  93  to  the  Flathead  National 
Forest  Boundary  at  the  Spring  Creek  Campground,  the  point  of  beginning. 

103  -  East  Fisher  -  Pleasant  Valley:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying 
within  the  following-described  boundary:  Beginning  where  Montana  State  Highway  37 
crosses  the  south  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River  at  the  City  of  Libby,  then  southerly  along  said 
highway  to  U.S.  Highway  2  in  Libby,  then  southerly  along  said  highway  to  the  Silver  Butte  Road 
148,  then  southerly  along  said  road  to  the  East  Fisher  Road  154,  then  easterly  and  southerly 
along  said  road  to  Willow  Creek  Pass  and  the  Llncoln-Sanders  County  boundary,  then  north¬ 
easterly  along  said  boundary  to  U.S.  Highway  2  near  Lower  Thompson  Lake,  then  easterly 
along  U.S.  Highway  2  to  Little  Bitterroot  Lake  Road,  then  northerly  along  said  road  to  the  Her- 
rig.Creek  Road,  then  northerly  along  said  road  to  the  Griffin  Creek  divide,  then  westerly  along 
said  divide  to  the  Kootenal-Flathead  National  Forest  Boundary,  then  northerly  along  said 
boundary  to  Forest  Service  Road  3500  near  Bowen  Lake,  then  westerly  along  said  road  to  the 
Wolf  Creek  road  36  near  Twin  Meadows,  then  southwesterly  along  said  road  to  Forest  Service 
Road  4427,  then  southwesterly  along  said  road  to  Cripple  Horse  Creek  Road  835,  then  west¬ 
erly  along  said  road  to  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Koocanusa,  then  south  along  that  shoreline  to 
Libby  Dam,  then  south  and  west  along  the  south  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River  to  the  State  High¬ 
way  37  crossing  at  Libby,  the  point  of  beginning. 

104  •  Cabinets:  That  portion  of  Lincoln  County  lying  within  the  following-described  bound¬ 
ary:  Beginning  where  the  Kootenai  River  meets  the  Idaho  State  Line,  then  south  along  said 
state  line  to  the  Lincoln-Sanders  County  line,  then  easterly  along  said  line  to  Forest  Service 
Road  154  at  Willow  Creek  Pass,  then  northerly  and  westerly  along  said  road  to  Forest  Service 
Road  148,  the  Silver  Butte  Road,  then  northerly  along  said  road  to  U.S.  Highway  2,  then  north¬ 
erly  along  said  highway  to  MontanaState  Highway  37  In  Libby,  then  north  along  said  highway 
to  the  south  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River  at  Libby,  then  westerly  along  said  shoreline  to  the 
Idaho  border,  the  point  of  beginning.

Highway  2,  then  easterly  along  said  highway  to  the  Ousel  Creek  Trail  331,  then  up  said  trail 
past  Ousel  Peak  and  along  Trail  388  to  the  divide  between  the  South  and  Middle  Forks  of  the 
Flathead  River,  then  southeasterly  along  said  divide  through  Great  Bear  Mtn.,  Mt.  Penrose, 
Nyack  Mtn.,  Great  Northern  Mtn.,  Mt.  Graht,  vlt.  Liebig,  Mt.  Adams,  Mt.  Cameahwait,  Felix  Pk., 
Unawah  Mtn.,  Red  Sky  Mtn.,  Mt.  Baptiste,  Prospector  Mtn.,  Twin  Pk.  and  Horseshoe  Peak  to 
Miner  Creek  Trail  81  near  Whitpomb  Peak,  then  northerly  along  said  trail  to  Trail  155  and  Morri¬ 
son  Creek  Trail  154,  then  easterly  along  Trail  154  to  Its  junction  with  the  Lodgepole  Creek  Trail 
179,  then  easterly  and  northerly  up  said  trail  to  the  Continental  Divide,  the  point  of  beginning. 

150  •  Upper  South  Fork:  Those  portions  of  Flathead,  Lewis  and  Clark,  Missoula  and  Powell 
Counties  lying  within  the  following-described  boundary:  Beginning  at  Inspiration  Point  on 
the  Swan  Divide,  then  northeasterly  along  ridge  to  U.  S.  Forest  Sen/ice  Trail  218,  then  in  an 
easterly  direction  down  Gorge  Creek  to  Trail  115,  then  northeast  along  said  trail  to  Trail  226 
(Picture  Peak  Trail),  then  up  said  trail  to  Trail  107  near  Picture  Peak,  then  northerly  along  said 
trail  and  ridge  to  the  south  side  of  Sarah  Peak,  then  east  down  the  main  creek  to  the  mouth  of 
Mid  Creek  and  Trail  103,  then  up  said  trail  to  Trail  89  on  Silvertip  Creek  divide  in  the  east  half  of 
Section  21 ,  T24N  R13W,  then  in  a  southerly  direction  along  said  divide  to  Silvertip  Mountain, 
then  southeasterly  along  the  White  River  divide  to  the  Continental  Divide  near  My  Lake,  then 
southerly  along  the  Continental  Divide  to  the  Lolo  National  Forest  boundary  at  Triple  Divide, 
then  westerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  Swan  Divide  at  Wolverine  Peak,  then  northerly  along 
said  divide  to  Inspiration  Point,  the  point  of  beginning. 

151  •  Upper  Middle  Fork:  That  portion  of  Flathead  County  lying  within  the  following- 
described  boundary:  Beginning  on  the  Continental  Divide  at  the  junction  of  the  Lodgepole 
Creek  Trail  179,  then  southerly  along  said  divide  to  the  Spotted  Bear  River-White  River  Divide 
in  the  SW  V*  of  Section  15,  T23N  R12W,  then  in  a  northwesterly  direction  along  the  White  River 
Divide  to  Silvertip  Mountain,  then  northerly  along  the  Silvertip  Creek  Divide  to  Trail  103  in  the 
E  'hot  Section  21 ,  T24N  R13W,  then  easterly  to  Silvertip  Trail  89,  then  northerly  along  said  trail 
to  the  Spotted  Bear  River  Trail  83,  then  westerly  along  said  trail  to  Trail  43,  then  northwesterly 
along  said  trail  to  Trail  237  near  Gunsight  Lake  then  northwesterly  along  said  trail  to  its  Junc¬ 
tion  with  Miner  Creek  Trail  81,  then  northerly  along  said  trail  to  Trail  155  and  Morrison  Creek 
Trail  154,  then  easterly  along  Trail  154  to  its  Junction  with  the  Lodgepole  Creek  179,  then  east¬ 
erly  and  northerly  up  said  trail  to  the  Continental  Divide,  the  point  of  beginning. 

170  •  Flathead  River:  That  portion  of  Flathead  County  lying  within  the  following-described 
boundary:  Beginning  where  State  Route  35  crosses  the  Swan  River,  then  northerly  along  said 
route  to  State  Route  206,  then  northerly  along  said  route  to  U.  S.  Highway  2,  then  westerly 
along  said  highway  and  State  Route  40,  to  U.  S  Highway  93,  then  southerly  along  said  high¬ 
way  to  the  Somers  Rest  Areaand  north  shore  of  Flathead  Lake,  then  easterly  along  said  shore 
to  the  Swan  River,  then  easterly  along  the  north  shore  of  said  river  to  the  State  Route  35 
bridge,  the  point  of  beginning. 

NOTE:  That  portion  of  District  170  in  Flathead  County  lying  in  Sections  9, 10, 15  and  16  of 
Township  28N,  Range  21W,  within  the  follow  g-descrlbed  boundary  shall  be  closed  to  the 
hunting  of  big  game  animals,  unless  designate  i  otherwise  by  hunting  regulations.  Beginning 
at  the  Old  Steel  Bridge  on  the  Flathead  River,  then  following  the  county  road  In  a  westerly 
direction  to  the  Stillwater  River,  then  down  the  east  bank  of  the  Stillwater  River  to  its  conflu¬ 
ence  with  the  Flathead  River,  then  up  the  we^t  bank  of  the  Flathead  River  to  the  Old  Steel 
Bridge,  the  point  of  beginning.

200  -  North  St.  Regis:  Those  portions  of  N  eral  and  Sanders  Counties  lying  within  the 
following-described  boundary:  Beginning  a  St.  Regis,  then  In  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  U.  S.  Highway  10  to  the  Montana-ldaho  border,  then  northerly  along  said  border  to  the 
Mineral-Sanders  County  Line,  then  in  an  east  .nd  southerly  direction  along  said  county  line 
to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  404  near  Combpes'  Peak,  then  east  on  said  trail  to  the  Miller  Creek 
Loop  Forest  Service  Road,  then  east  along.sa  road  to  its  junction  with  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
Trail  415,  then  south  and  east  on  said  trail  to  i  s  junction  with  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  1714, 
then  south  on  said  trail  to  the  Clark  Fork  River  nen  upstream  to  U.  S.  Highway  10  bridge  at  St.
